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THE SULPHUR AGITATION. 


THE OUTLOOK FOR SUPPLIES 
CONTINUES DUBIOUS. 


Steamships Forced to Unload Cargoes— 
An Interview with an Authority on 
Pyrites, by Many Regarded as the 
Logical Substitute: 





The outlook for sulphur supplies contin- 

ues dubious. Several steamships with car- 
goes of sulphur aboard have arrived, but 
they are all sold. There is no spot stock, 
and pulp manufacturers are as much at 
sea as at any time within the last threc 
weeks as to where their supplies are to 
come from. 
* Fancy prices have been paid this week 
for such moderate quantities as could be 
secured at second hands. Unmixed sec- 
onds were said to have brought $70 a ton. 
The nominal price is $35@38 a ton. 

The press dispatches early in the week 
stated that Spain had decided to yield to 
Italy’s demands and “would” decree that 
sulphur should not be considered contra- 
band of war.

Inquiries made by a New York broker 
this week for a price on 100 tons of Utah 
sulphur brought a reply that it could be 
supplied for Wisconsin delivery at $55 a 
ton. 


Many pulp manufacturers are of the opin- | 


ion that pyrites ore will eventually suc- 
ceed the imported sulphur for making sul- 
phite fibre, and that the American deposits 
will be laid under contribution to supply 
all demands in this direction. There are 
pyrites deposits in New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts, New York, Virginia, 
Georgia and South Carolina. The ore 
mined in these localities yields from 40 to 
48 per cent. sulphur. The most important 
foreign deposits are in Spain and Portugal. 

H. J. Davis, 65 Wall street, New York, 
who is perhaps the best informed man on 
pyrites in the United States to-day, own- 
ing as he does pyrites mines in Massachu- 
setts and in Spain, and having traveled ex- 
tensively abroad studying the subject in 
all its phases and applications, said to a re- 
porter for THe Parer Trape JourNna 
this week: 

“Ever since the formation of the Anglo- 
Sicilian Sulphur Trust the price paid by 
the consumer in this country has been 4o 
per cent. over and above what it would 
have cost him had he been using pyrites. 
This includes transportation. 

“The substitution of pyrites far the im- 
ported sulphur will be the logical outcome 


of this present difficulty. I have long fore-

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THe question of obtaining supplies of 
sulphur is yet a disturbing element in the 
trade, and if the war should be prolonged 
it may cause anxiety on the part of con- 
sumers of it, although some makers ex- 
press the opinion that no shortage of the 
article need be feared. Italy has asked that 
Spain withdraw her decree making sulphur 
contraband of war, and although dis- 
patches state that Spain will comply with 
the request no new decree has yet been 
put forth: Meantime prices have advanced, 
and some fancy figures have been paid for 
stock from second hands. The trade is not 


wholly dependent on imported sulphur, 
however, for the reason that there is an 
abundant domestic supply of pyrites which 


can be called into requisition. 


Tue war has had a decided effect on the 
paper trade in some branches. The de- 
mand for news paper is undiminished, and 
some manufacturers are running their 
plants on Sunday in order to keep up with 
their orders. Makers of manillas have also 
felt the impulse of events, and this week a 
number of them issued notices advancing 
prices a quarter of a cent. Some mills 
making coating papers have also pushed 
figures up a little, and in turn the manufac- 
turers of coated grades have been looking 
for more money. This movement has not 
been confined to the paper trade alone. 
The paper stock men have been sharing 
in the favors, and there has been a consid 
erable movement this week in the rag and

Tue establishment of a college of for- 
estry at Cornell University under an act 
passed by the last Legislature, and the as- 
signing to its care and supervision of 30,- 
oooacres in the Adirondacks, have the com- 
mendation of those who desire to see scien- 
tific forestry put in force. Too little atten- 
tion has been paid to this subject in the 
past, and some of the work which has been 
done in this branch would have been better 
undone, for it has been a hindrance rather 
than a help. There has been an amount 
of ignorance displayed as to the proper 
care of trees which has wrought a deal of 
harm, and it is refreshing to see that there 
is to be some intelligent study of the sub- 
ject. In Pennsylvania the last Legisla- 
ture made provision for the creation of 
three reservations of 40,000 acres each, 
these reservations yet to be purchased, 
and it is suggested in connection therewith 
that they could be utilized to advantage in 
connection with schools of forestry in the 
University of Pennsylvania and the Penn- 
sylvania State College. The example set 
by New York is one which should be fol- 
lowed by other States, and the suggestion 
as to what should be done in Pennsylvania 
is well worthy of being put in practical 
operation. 





CANADA prides herself that she is mak- 
ing rapid strides in the paper and pulp 
line, and so she is. The Canadian Trade 
Review, in speaking on the subject, says: 

The Government still has the question of 
an export duty on logs, bolts and pulp 
wood under consideration and from pres- 
ent indications it is likely to remain so. 
This policy of indecision is one of the 
most serious drawbacks under which these 
important industries now labor. Ii the 
Government would only act decisively and 
finally it would remove a load of injuricus 
uncertainty which is worse for the inter- 
ests concerned than unfavorable action 
would be. One thing is evident. The sul- 
phite pulp industry is growing fast in Can- 
ada and now there is an extensive and 
profitable market developing in England 
for all the chemical pulp we can turn out. 
When the 


N. B., were first started they appeared to 


chemical mills of Chatham, 
have fair prospects, but as a matter of fact 
they had to pass through a comparatively 
long period before they began to earn a re- 
turn on the capital invested. But their 
turn came at last. A new and more pros- 
perous era opened for them some time be 
fore they were acquired by the company 
that now owns them and has continued 
ever since. From a matter of merely do- 
mestic requirements the demand expand- 
ed into one of large dimensions on expert 
:ccount. 

The enterprise of the Chatham manufac 
turers secured so much British custom 
that they could scarcely attend to it all 
and at the same time meet the call of paper 
mills at home. Having once turned this 
way the British demand opened out 'gen- 
erously. The large capacity and good 
prices of the English market soon tempted 
other manufacturers into the business of 
making sulphite pulp.

Next the Ontario and Quebec manufac- 
turers of sulphite pulp found that thev, 
too, could ship to England at a profit, and 
they have been doing so. Then to their 
surprise a good healthy demand an- 
nounced itself from the United States, and 
they were able to sell to customers in that 
market at a price showing a long net ad- 
vance in the values current at home. 
Hence there has lately been a good deal 
of sulphite pulp manufactured in Ontario 
for export, both to England and to the 
United States. 

In continuing the discussion the Review 
expresses the opinion that Canada has 
already found it more profitable to make 
pulp rather than news paper, and that the 
advantage is not with her in the latter

Just at present some of the newspapers 
are pitching into the International Papet 
Company, and holding it responsible for a 
number of things. 
Moines News says: “The newspapers of 
the United States are finding out what it 
is to be subjected to the exactions of a 
trust. The International Paper Company, 
a concern capitalized at $45,000,000, has 
secured control of the paper mills of the 
country and is taking advantage of the war 
excitement and its monopoly of the supply 
to advance the price of printing paper. Six 
months ago white paper was laid down in 
Des Moines for $1.70 per hundred pounds; 
to-day it costs $2.20 to $2.25; and orders 
for June delivery are quoted all the way 
from $2.25 to $2.50. This extortion adds 
largely to the expense of publishing a 
newspaper; and, as usual in such cases, the 
loss falls ultimately on the public. Al- 
ready many newspapers are increasing 
their price, and others are likely to follow 
their example.” 


Now, dear Mr. News, just hold your 
horses in a minute. Of course, there is 
not the silghtest doubt in the world that 
the International Paper Company brorvght 
about our present international complica- 
tions, declared war on Spain, decreed that 
sulphur was contraband of war, “boosted” 
the value of sulphite, and advanced the 
price of news, all for the purpose of fore- 
ing people to howl for extras, which in 
turn would compel publishers to ery for 
news paper, so that not only the I. P. C., 
but all other makers of news would have 
to hustle to keep up with the demand.

Merchandise [Marks in Great 
Britain. 





The Department of State is in receipt of 
a note from the British Embassy, trans- 
mitting copy of a memorandum recently 
prepared by the commissioners of Her 
Majesty's customs, setting forth the gen- 
eral requirements in respect of marks on 
foreign goods imported into the United 


Kingdom. The memorandum is as fol- 
lows: 
1. Foreign goods imported into the 


United Kingdom which do not bear any 
marks whatever, either on the goods them- 
selves or on the packages or wrappers con- 
taining them, are not required to bear any 
qualifying statement or indication, such as 
‘Made abroad,” “Made in Germany,” etc. 

2. Foreign manufactured goods bearing 
a name or trade mark being, or purporting 
to be, the name or trade mark of a manu- 
facturer, etc., in the United Kingdom, must 
have that name or trade mark accompanied 
by a definite indication of the country of 
origin of the goods. The name of the coun- 
try is a sufficient indication, without the 
words “made in,” if a name or trade mark 
only appears, e. g., “John Smith, Ger- 
many,” would be satisfactory. If such a 
mark as “John Smith, Sheffield,” is used, 
then the qualification must be “Made in 
Germany” or similar wording. 

3. If foreign imported goods bear the 
name of a place identical with, or a color- 
able imitation of, the name of a place in 
the United Kingdom, the name should be 
accompanied by the name oi the country in 
which the place is situated. ‘Thus Boston, 
in Massachusetts, should be accompanied 
by the name “United States,” or by the in- 
itials “U. S. A.” 

4. If a trade description includes the 
name of a place, and the goods on which 
it appears are not the produce of that place, 
or of the country in which it is situated, 
the trade description must be accompanied 
by a statement indicating the actual coun- 
try of production. For instance, a wine, 
the produce of Germany, and described as 
“port” or “sherry” (which words include 
the names of the places Oporto and 
Xeres), should have that description ac- 
companied by the statement “produced in 
Germany,” or should be described as “Ger- 
man port,” or “German sherry.” An ex- 
ception to this rule is made in cases where 
the name of a place in a trade description 
is indicative merely of the character of the 
goods, and is not calculated to mislead as 
to the country of origin. Tnus, such a de- 
scription as “Brussels carpet,” or “Portland 
cement,” need not be accompanied by a 
statement of the country of actual produc- 
tion. 

5. Trade descriptions in the English 
language applied to foreign goods import- 
ed for home consumption from non-Eng- 
lish speaking countries are not regarded as 
indirect indications that the goods are of 
British or Irish origin, unless the officers 
have good ground for considering that 
such trade descriptions are specially de- 
signed to convey, and do in fact convey, 
an impression of British or Irish origin for 
the goods. 

Trade descriptions on imported goods in 
a foreign language, which is not that of the 
country from which the gooas are import- 
ed, must be accompanied by a statement of 
the actual country of production of the 
goods, e. g., “Made in Germany.” 

6. As regards watches, amy mark on thie 
case is deemed to extend to the watch. [f. 
therefore, a watch case is made in this 
country, and bears any statement or indi- 
cation of such origin (as, for instance, a 
British hall mark,) and the watch itself is

7. All qualifying statements or indi. 
tions must be distinct, in equally conspi 
uous characters with, and in proximity t, 
the marks they are intended to qualify.

qualification, provided such samples or pa: 
terns are valueless in themselves, do no; 
form whole or complete articles, and can 
be readily distinguished as samples or pat

Paper Trade of Belgium. 


Henry C. Morris, United States consul 
at Ghent, writes of the Belgian paper trade 
as follows: 

The Minister of Industry states that are 
port upon the paper manufacturing indus. 
tries of Belgium is now being prepared in 
his office, from which he has kindly extract- 
ed and furnished me the following statisti- 
cal details: 

At present there are in Belgium sixty- 
eight mills and factories in activity, ¢m- 
ploying 7,420 workmen, with a total annual 
output of $7,446,905. An analysis of these 
figures shows that there are seventeen fac- 
tories of miscellaneous paper, with 4,500 
workmen and an output of $4,053,000, 
weighing a total of 57,750 tons. There are 
engaged in the manufacture of wrapping 
paper thirteen establishments, with 700 
workmen and an annual production of 26,- 
950 tons, valued at $1,158,000. Fifteen fac- 
tories make cardboard to the extent of 8,800 
tons annually, with a value of $192,035. 

Wall paper is manufactured by twelve es- 
tablishments, employing 340 workmen, with 
an output valued at $436,566, amounting to 
8,700,000 rolls. 

Playing cards and colored papers are pro- 
duced by eleven faetories, giving work to 
1,550 men. The quantity of their products 
is 600,000 reams of paper and 220,000 gross 
of playing cards, valued in the total at $1,- 
607,304. 

The figures just given are fully indicative 
of the present condition of this industry, 
and to this extent I should wish to amend 
or modify statements contained in this re- 
port relative thereto. 

-Phe first impression made upon an Amer- 
ican casually observing the quality of writ- 
ing paper employed in Belgium is that it is 
inferior to the average grades in use in the 
United States. In a certain degree, too, 
this idea still prevails, even after long resi- 
dence. Belgian paper mills can turn out 
fine paper; but it is relatively high-priced, 
and the demand for it is small. The Bel- 
gian taste requires styles and finish of pa- 
per different from such as would please us. 
This fact, of course, must be taken into ac- 
count in treating the subject; still I believe 
that the finer grades of American papers, 
even at higher prices than those prevailing 
for qualities at present on this market, 
would find at least a limited sale. So far as 
Ghent is concerned, I do not think that any 
American writing paper has ever been of- 
fered here for sale. 

The demand for letter paper and blank 
book paper is probably quite as large in 
proportion to the population as in other 
industrial and commercial countries. !t 
must be borne in mind that Belgium, while 
small, has vast industries and a trade in a!! 
parts of the world, These commercial con- 
nections result in a correspondingly exten- 
sive correspondence, and the record 0/ 
business transactions requires a large num- 
ber of books of entry and account.

AMONG THE MILLS.

Most of the mills are equipped with au- 
tomatic sprinklers, which are applied with 
creat liberality to all exposed places. Not 
only are the sprinklers placed everywhere 
inside the mill, but they are now put out- 
side. A row of sprinkler heads along the 
ridge pole and another string up and down 
the gable ends make it mighty discour- 
izing for any fire that comes from the 
outside of the building. Of course the dry 
system must be used for this outside work, 
but a good dry system is easily maintained 
with very little trouble if once well put in. 
it only needs a good valve, just the right 
ir pressure, and a correct adjustment of the 
apparatus, with constant care to keep it in 
vood shape. It only takes a very few sec- 
nds for the air to escape from a sprinkler 

yvstem sufficiently to allow the valve to trip 
ind the water to enter; then it is only a 
matter of a few seconds before the water 
is at a fire, and the outside sprinkler does 
its work thoroughly and with dispatch. 

A typical illustration of the manner in 
which the paper making business has 
changed during the past few years may be 
had in almost any mill. It struck me very 
jorcibly in several mills in the vicinity of 
Boston. In the Hollingsworth & Whit- 
ney mill, Watertown, Mass., when I first 
knew the mill, it was making (fifteen years 
ago) about 3 tons of paper per day. Then 
the machine was running 60 feet per min- 
ute. Now the mill is turning out paper at 
the rate of 250 feet per minute, and mak- 
ing 15 tons per day of twenty-four hours! 
The mill now takes less power than it did 
to make the smaller amount of paper. This 
is owing to the use of wood pulp and to the 
perfection of paper making machinery. I 
am also obliged to add—though I am sorry 
to say it—the amount of money made by 
the mill has not increased in proportion to 
the increased amount of paper made. On 
the contrary, in this mill, as in most oth- 
ers, the amount of paper made for a dollar 
has kept mighty close tab on the increase 
in the output. 

Once in a while I run against a man in 
the paper making business who does not 
read the papers. Seemingly these men are 
doing a good business, but upon close in- 
vestigation their prosperity won’t wash. 
The mill may be turning out a lot of paper 
but still be running steadily down, with 
more and more of the paper coming back. 
I was in a mill of this kind the other day, 
and deliver me from the infliction of hav- 
ing to visit such a concern. Not a piece of 
modern machinery in all the mill. No 
taking advantage of the experience of oth- 
er people, but a stubborn wrestle with the 
problems of the past, unaided and alone, 
fighting the dragons that have been over- 
‘ome by the progressive paper makers and 
wasting time and energy that could be di- 
rected into profitable channels if the moss- 
backs would come out and profit by the fa- 
ities to which they are entitled.

I noticed some “kinks” in the duster 
room.

The summer season is steadily advanc- 
ing and only a short “spell” remains urtil 
the spring of ’98 shall have passed into 
commercial history. 

Generally speaking it has been the most 
satisfactory spring in all lines of the paper 
and allied trades factory owners have ex- 
perienced since 1892. 

Book paper manufacturers are at a loss 
to explain the steady and substantial in- 
crease in trade which has developed with 
such regularity. They do not attribute it 
to the war, for that is a ridiculous impos- 
sibility. Some are inclined to place the 
improvement of trade at the doors of the 
Western Book Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, which is exerting every honorable ef- 
fort to advance business. 

Right now the novelty trade is running 
on berry pails, and as the crops generally 
are promising the demand will be heavy. 
Clothes boxes are a commodity now in 
constant use. Tailors generally in a city 
of the size of Dayton use these boxes free- 
ly. Of course, the sale of this line by the 
trade was made a couple of months since. 

The F. Gray Company, of Piqua, has re- 
ceived an order for blankets for the Ohio 
National Guard. The order is indefinite 
in character, in a way, as it merely stipu- 
lates that the concern should turn out its 
full capacity until an order to stop is 
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given. The blankets are of a fine juality, | ant has been corrected and fixed at $r12,- 


and will prove serviceable in the extreme. 
At present the blanket department is run- 
ning night and day, with a capacity of 400 
blankets per day. The entire output will 
be used by the Ohio State troops, which 
have been mobilizing at Columbus, and 
number between 8,000 and 10,000 soldiers. 
Considerable credit is due Messrs. Neliis 
and W. C. Gray, who secured the order 
by timely effort. The F. Gray Company 
is one of the oldest felt concerns known to 
the paper and allied trades. 

Speaking of war reminds that the call 
for troops struck the paper trade rather 
heavily, many volunteers going from the 
ranks of office and mill men. 

It was a patriotic response in the fullest 
measure. Take the Bickhams, of the 
Journal, for instance. These brilliant ed- 
itors are willing to die for their country 
at the first call.

Press? These officials found themselves 
articles of need as well as ornament, and 
mustered into immediate service. Gen- 
eral Orr in the capacity of quartermaster 
general of Ohio has been exceedingly 
busy preparing for the care of the Ohio 
National Guard. Likewise the surgeon 
general. 

While no such event was anticipated 
when Governor Bushnell appointed our 
fellow citizens to these offices, the present 
emergency has demonstrated the excel- 
lence of his judgment. Few men in the 
State are better qualified for the duties de- 
volving upon them than Messrs. Orr and 
Lowes, both business powers in their re- 
spective localities.

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Question 19.—I have been having 
good deal of trouble with the back boar 
on my couch roll. It is a 120-inch n,. 
chine, and the board won't Stay tight i:

What kind of - 
guard is commonly used, which is th, 
best, and what can I do to make th 
jackets wear more than three or fou 
weeks? 

Answer.—The matter of back boards 
has always been a vexed one among mai- 
chine tenders, and there are almost as 
many ways of rigging one up as there are 
paper makers! Still among them all the; 
can be put into two general classes, on 
being the fashion of rabbeting out the 
front edge of the back board so that a 
piece of deckle strap can be laid in to bear 
on the couch roll jacket. This is good a, 
far as it goes, but it doesn’t fill the bill b 
a long shot. An improvement is to cover 
the rubber with two or three thicknesse, 
of old jacket, which is cut into strips, onc 
edge being nailed to the back board, the 
other edge being carried through betwee: 
the rubber and the roll. Some of the in- 
equalities of the rabbet are made up by the 
yielding of the rubber and the felt, but it 
is even then necessary to screw down the 
back board so tight that the jacket is soon 
stripped of its nap. 

Another way is to screw to the from 
face of the board a strip of maple board 
which has been bevelled to a thin edge. 
This edge is easily jointed straight and 
fits itself to the jacket by wear better than 
the wide edge sometimes presented to the 
couch roll. Still, the maple straight edge 
is a very hard thing on both jackets and 
wires, for the drag of the board in the 
middle of the length of the roll tends to 
move the jacket backward around the roll: 
this has an immediate effect on the wire.

At 
he time I saw the machine the jacket had 
been on about six weeks and it seemed 
sood for considerably more wear. There 
was as much nap at the ends as in the 
middle of the roll, and on putting the fin- 
gers on the back of the roll it was found 
to be very dry there. 

The appliance consists of nothing more 
or less than a rubber tube which is placed 
between the edge of the back board and 
the strips of old jacket mentioned. A sheet 
steel clip, running the entire length of the 
board, is first screwed to the back board, 
then the tube is laid in place and pumped 
up with an ordinary bicycle pump until 
the tube is hard enough to put the neces- 
sary pressure on the couch roll. 

As the tube is made a little more than 
2 inches in diameter the adjusting screws 
of the wooden back board are dispensed 
with and the board is fastened solid, about 
1% inches from the couch roll. Then when 
the tube is pumped up, no matter how

PYRITES. 





The liquor required for the manufacture 
of paper pulp from wood by means of the 
sulphite process is a solution of sulphurous 
acid in water, combined with calcium sul- 
phite. It has been found in practice that 
the most suitable liquor contains about 4 
per cent. of total sulphurous acid, and from 
I to 1.25 per cent. of calcium oxide. 

This liquor is produced from sulphurous 
acid, which can be manufactured in several 
ways and from very different materials. 
The cheapest of these materials is undoubt- 


edly pyrites, as it is an ore found at many | 


places and in large quantities. It consists 
essentially of iron disulphide, and is burned 
in special furnaces, by which process sul- 
phurous acid (sulphur dioxide) and a solid 
residue of ferric oxide are produced. If ar- 
Senic is present it is found as arsenious 
acid among the gases. Apart from sulphu- 
rous acid there is always produced some 
sulphuric acid or sulphur trioxide. This 
means not merely a loss of sulphur, but 
the presence of somewhat considerable 
quantities of sulphuric acid, which may un- 
der some circumstances cause direct dam- 
age in the employment of the sulphite liq- 
uor for boiling wood. 

If the burning process is not properly 
conducted it may happen that sulphur is 
volatilized as such, and is sublimed. This 
should be decidedly avoided, not merely 
On account of the loss of sulphur, but for 
the far more important reason that the sub- 
liming sulphur may cause the formation of 


proved by long practice, thoroughly real- 
ized by the arrangements described below 
and shown in the accompanying drawings, 
without requiring any special contrivances 
for supplying the necessary draught. 

The drawings show a pyrites furnace with 
six compartments (three on each side), by 
which on an average about 2,800 cubic feet 
of sulphite liquor of proper concentration 
can be manufactured every twenty-four 
hours without any difficulty. 

The furnaces, dust chambers, etc., 
should be erected with good quality fire 
brick, laid in fire clay, and good hard 
burnt ordinary brick. 

Figure 1 is a general diagram of the ar- 
rangement of a pyrites furnace with dust 
chambers and gas conduits, and outside 
arrangements, with all completeness, in 
which A shows the charging hole for fresh 
pyrites, B the poking holes, C the opening 
for the grate in which the pyrites rest; 
D the opening for removing the cinder. 
All four openings are lined with cast iron 
boxes whose lower sides project in such 
manner that iron doors with planed edges 
can be placed upon them and lean against 
the door frames, or sliding doors, with iron 
grooves. These doors are of good cast 
iron, and are furnished with small open- 
ings for watching the process of introduc- 
ing air, which can be shut off by cast iron 
stoppers. 

The grate bars are made of wrought iron 
of square section, and are turned by means 
of a handle. 

As shown in Fig. 3, the three compart- 
ments or each side communicate with each 





on their part are connected with the ab- 
sorbing apparatus for sulphurous acid. 
The U pipes are provided at every bend 
with a manhole, usually closed, for remov- 
ing any dirt accumulated therein. 

In order to make this set of pipes more 
staple the pipes are lengthened at the bot- 
tom so as to reach the ground, and are 
there provided with foundation plates. 
The lower portion of the pipes is conven- 
iently lined with lead, 15 pounds to the 
square foot, and is filled with middling 
coarse iron ings for neutralizing the 
sulphuric acid”gollecting at this place. 

Supposing the pyrites furnace to be in 
regular work, the sulphurous acid formed

The U pipes have a threefold action. 
First, they retain any flue dust yet present; 
second, they cool the gases very efficiently, 
as they- are 66 feet high; third, they con- 
tribute very materially to producing the 
draught necessary for working the absorb- 
ing apparatus. This is brought about in 
the following way: When the gases enter 
into these pipes they are yet very hot, and 
are then lighter than the atmospheric air, 
so that they are forced upward by the cold 
air entering the pyrites furnaces. During 
their passage through the rising branch of 


the pipe they are cooled down and in-

1. The pyrites should be employed in as 
dry a state as possible, in order to diminish 
the formation of sulphuric acid. 

2. The supply of air should be confined 
to the minimum possible for working the 
furnaces. If a proper sulphite liquor is to 
be made the burner gases ought to aver- 
age II-12 per cent. by volume of SO,, 
otherwise the liquor will turn out too weak. 
This should be tested by means of small 
openings provided in the cooling pipe just 
before entering the absorbing apparatus, 
which serve for observing the speed of the 
draught, the temperature and the percent- 
age of SO: of the gas. 

The single compartments have to be 
charged once every twelve hours, and in 
regular intervals (four hours each), in 
order to keep up the temperature and cause 
a good combustion of the pyrites. 

If it appears that the cooling pipes are 
too much choked up with dust and the 
draught suffers too much, the pipes must 
be cleaned out. This can be done without 
interrupting the working of the furnace,

While the newspa- 
pers experience little or no difficulty in se- 
curing their supply small purchasers are 
often compelled to wait a considerable time. 
A question which is being discussed by the 
trade is how the agents who made con- 
tracts several months ago at the then rul- 
ing prices will make both ends meet now 
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into news mills there is not an over abun- 
dant supply of manillas on the market. 
Wood manillas have advanced % cent, 
and the demand for them is large. Sul- 
phites are stiffening each day. No prices 
are quoted on sulphite fibre except to im- 
mediate purchasers, and the uficertain po- 
sition of sulphur adds an additional ele- 
ment of speculation. It is generally as- 
serted among those in a position to know 
that the average supply of sulphur in the 
mills is only sufficient for the next month. 
With sulphur quoted as high as $30 a ton, 
the conditions a month hence can only be 
speculated upon. Wrapping paper gener- 
ally has incfeased in price from one-eighth 
to one-fourth of a cent fibres are up, and 
now comes the additional news that there 
is shortly to be another advance in single- 
ply tarred felts to meet the recent increase 
of from 12 to 15 per cent. in two and three- 
ply grades, 

One deterrent effect of the unsettled con- 
ditions is rarely given consideration. It is 
the unfavorable effect of varying prices on 
export trade. Though this class of trade 
has not yet grown to large proportions in 
the Quaker City, it has assumed propor- 
tions that are larger than are generally 
suspected. One large firm in this city, to 
my certain knowledge, has been compelled 
to refuse a number of large orders from 
various parts of the world, simply because 
it was unable to give fixed quotations. 
Among the continental nations which are 
at this time successful rivals to American 
firms these changing conditions from day 
to day are unknown, and trade that right- 
fully belongs here and would naturally 
come here is diverted into foreign chan- 
nels. 

A. G. Elliot, whose visit to Venezuela 
in connection with the opening of the 
warehouse at Caracas by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers was noted in 
these columns, is authority for the state- 
ment that the effect of the opening of the 
warehouse is already being felt, and that 
when the war is over its influence for good 
will be stili more marked. “Though much 
has been written about the warehouse, its 
exact scope of usefulness seems still to be 
but vaguely understood,” said Mr. Elliot. 
“The warehouse is really a permanent ex- 
hibition of American goods. 
sokd. Samples are simply brought there | 
and every effort is then made to have the | 


merchants from the surounding territory 
visit the place. They are sure to see Amer- 
ican goods which are superior in quality 
and cheaper in price than those they have 
been buying abroad.- Given toe know 
through the instrumentality of the ware- 
house exactly what they will secure when 
ordering from the house making the ex- 
hibition they naturally place their orders 
in the United States, where formerly they 
sent to England or Germany. The ware- 
house at Caracas is only the first of a se- 
ries to be erected, not only in South Amer- 
rica, but as wéll on the other side of the 
ocean.” 

Mr. Elliot, as chairman of the press 
committee of the Trades League, is at the 
present time preparing an article for the 
official organ of that association which will 
set forth at some length the results already 
accomplished through the warehouse, and 
will in a general way describe. the trip of 
himself and a number of other prominent 
merchants and manufacturers to Vene- 
zuela. One of the recent efforts of the 
league has been toward securing better 
and cheaper telephone service, and in this 
connection it is of interest to note that in 
far-off Caracas the telephone service is far 
superior to that in the United States: Tele- 
phones cost only from $18 to $42 per 
year; merchants transact a very large per- 
centage of their business through the tele- 
phone, and social “calls” are even ex- 
changed through it. 

The troubles of Alexander Balfour over 
the tremendous quantity of old news sent 
to him unexpectedly from New York are 
not yet over. Being compelled to take the 
paper from the sixty cars which suddenly 
rolled into his Manayunk factory without 
previous warning, and having no place in- 
side the factory to store it, he was com- 
pelled to place large quantities of it on an 
open lot adjoining the mill. . There some 
of it remains to this day. The rains have 
descended upon it and the sun has burned 
it.

The result of the Spanish action in de- 
claring sulphur a contraband of war has 
been to advance the price of sulphite fibre, 
and this advance in the price of fibre has 
forced the paper manufacturers to mark up 
the price of news and manilla papers. 

News, of course, as the trade knows, has 
been going up since the heavy demand in- 
cident to the war started in, and the manu- 
facturers of manilla have made advances 
during the past two weeks. Further ad- 
vances in price are probable. 

In fact, that very matter was considered 
to-day by a party of manilla manufacturers 
who assembled together to compare notes. 
Each of them claimed to be crowded with 
orders at prices better than a month ago, 
the advance on all grades of manilla being 
about one-quarter cent. 

The advance has stimulated buying very 
much, and it is reported that some mu!ls 
have declined to accept heavy orders for 
future delivery, even at the quarter cent ad- 
vance. They expect to get higher prices 
later.
